The 
ti'i rible wound i.s ■ slowly sapping the 
foundations of hia Hplemlid constitution 
and in a few weeks at n>o.st lie will be 
an inmate of the "narrow home." 
Tilt! skill of the surgeons and the conti- 
dence in hia ultimate rceovery enter- 
tained by a devoted ^vife will not sa\-e 
hiui from a death that is .surely impend 
ing and towards which he seems to be 
gravitating witli a certainty which 
no human power cm arrest. In the 
meanwhile the all'airs of governini'iit 
are at a staiidslill. Tiie caiiinet, like a 
.•,hip that has lost its rudder, is power 
less. Until the jiresident shall die or 
regain his health the weightiest ati'airs 
of state must remain unlransacted. Tliii 
wheel.sof government have almost eeas 
ed to move since. July the "Jnd. The 
public are growing iii)[)atieiit and the 
viee-president is urged to assume the 
duties of the president. Should .Mr. 
Ahtiicr attempt to ilo so witliout the 
sanction of congress lie would be a very 
foolish man, indeed. The cabinet have 
iiol the poW'nr under the constitution 
(o invite Mr. AiiTiiuii to take the 
chair, and were he to do so it is doubt- 
ful if the peo])le would sustain an 
act which^ would be clearly usurpati\ e. 
Under the T.ritlsh constitution in the 
event of tiie inabiliLy nf the sdverci^'ii 
a regency may be proclaiineil. Hut the 
United States' constitution coiitHiiis no 
such provision'. It is silent on the 
subject; and being a written document 
it is not, like the British constitutiou, 
elastic. Congre.s.s, at its- meeting in De- 
cember, may pa.ss an act providing for 
the appointment of a commisaion, 
whose duty it will be to pass ui)on 
iho ccmditioii of ihi! president; but the 
task would be a tielicate and, in the 
present e.>:cited condition of public 
tf.oling, a dangerous one. .\itTiirR is 
not a popular man, although, no doubt, 
very good and very able. He would 
enter office with a cabinet personally 
and politically hostile to him, and he 
ivould either rid himself of Lis ohnox- 
ious advisers at once or try and govern 
with them. Either course would lie 
difliculb, J Ifc is more than probablc.and 
we say it with a feeling of the deepest 
regret, that before the meeting of con- 
gress the difficulty will have been solv 
ed by the death of the ]iresideiit; but 
any attempt to scat the vice iiresident 
iiefore that ovoiit shall have occurred 
would be fraught with great tianger to 
the public security and peace.

Stewart and ullnTs i-.f. the Chief EiiL-i- 
iieup, President of Board of Delegates iiiid 
Secretary of tlie Fire Department. 
iVfeaara. Drake & Jackaon, D;ivio «fc I'ooluy 
and Mr. T. Davio for the plaintiffs; and 
.Mr. Win. Pollard and Mr. Eborl.s fur llie 
duteiidants. 

This was a inaudiiinus i-ase lir>iii<jlit in 
show causa why certificates of niemlit i- J 
ship sliould nut be ;,'nuited dated at a (. oi - 
tain time. 

A short di-scuasion occurred as to 
whether the chief eiigiiicfr should be made j 
a party in the ca.se in wliicli Mr. Ebcil.s • 
contended that he could not lie Iirlil ! 
liable. 

The objection was overruled. j 
Mr. Pollard read froiii tlie coii.stitnlioii j 
and bylaws the duties of the secri'taiy uf • 
Ihtj lire dopartiiieiit and .submitted tliat it ' 
waa tlio duty of tliat <'tlicer to si^ii cci- , 
titicatea only when they are sij^ncd by tlie j 
liresident and chief eiijjineor of tlie de- | 
[likrtnient, and that such beiny liisduty he 
should not ho a paily to the proceeil- 

illl^'S. 

Tlio Chief ,lu3tice said lir nmld not .ser 
from the constitution and bylau.s how it 
becaino the duty of the secretary sijiu 
certificates of nieiubcrsJiip. 

.Mr. Pollard argued fiirtlier that the 
iiaiiiu of the secretary aliouhl bo Ktrucli oil' 
the proceedings and that bo should imt 
Iju held liable in thi.s case. 

This objection was als^i (■von ulod. 

Mr. Pollard submitted lliat in tiiis ca.se 
a rule fur a niandainiis could not lie as 
there was no pecuniaiy hencnt accruin;; 
from the issuinL,' of tiu' certiticates. 

'I'lie Chief Justice .said he would be;;hid 
to hoar Mr. l\illard on this point, but he 
\va.s uf a differout opinion. 

Mr. Pollard referred to ilie i fay ward 
mandamus coao in support of his view 
i>f the present suit. He conaidertid that 
a mandamus might lie to oblioe the board 
of delegates to issue certiiicatcs; but it 
waa for tlie hoaitl to aay whether or not 
a inoinbcr should receive a certilicate. 
Power must bo in the hamls uf ilu' buatil 
of delegatus to issue cortiticates or not :il 
their discretion. He contended that it 
was discretionary on their [lart aa tu 
whether they were granted or not. 'I'lu^ 
court could not ulili'.;i' them tu issue ri-i'- 
titicatea. 

The Ciiief Ju.stice did not wish to have 

this point arf,'ueil. The board mu.st ha\i' 
a diacrutiotuny jiowcr. He ((uoted from 
authorities made u.so of in tlio II ay waul 
ease. Ho then reviewuil llic L;riiUiiil.s 
upon which that inandaimis w;i.s irfu.-ii-il. 
If such a position could be .sustaiiiinl ho 
would certainly refii.se litis iiiainl.itiiiis 
The whole question waa whether they 
have'issued certificates iuaccordaucu with 
the constitution and bylaws. Rfr. Drake 
<;ontonded that those eertilie;ite.s slioiilil 
ho dated at a certain time in order to con- 
stitute those niembpra voter.s at a certain 
period prospectively. 

Mr. Pollard conti^nded that I here wa.i 
nothing. to show what kind of a certiricatc 
should brf giiihfed. What Stewart asks 
fur is th'db'he .shall have a certificate dated 
on the day that lie.sijjucd thu constitution 
and regulations. Ib^tlicii road the (■(■ii- 
stitution of t!ic I niuii hook and ladder 
coDipany to slmw thai he wrs not entitled 
to sign the constitution until he had le- 
ocived a certificate of membership. 

The Oh iof Justice remarked that then! 
would bo an absurdity in such a propo- 
sition; for .t person could not lio a niein 
ber of the company till he had a certili- 
tlcato of membership from the board of 
delegates and ho could not get a certili 
ualo till be became a member of the com- 
panyi' 

Mr. Pollard read further fr.iin the rules 
in support of his position. Stewart's elec- 
tion had been reported to the iiro ileiiart- 
meiit before the olst March last, lie 
did not then belong to the company aa he 
bad not signed the constitution and there- 
fore he had no power even to vote. A 
report waa sent in on the lid .-Vpril as 
soon as posaibio after election. This re- 
port was considered on the "Jd Tuesday in 
April. At their lirst meeting those 
members were admitted but Uiey had not 
yet signed the constitution. 

The.Ohief Justice remarked that, the 
rules of the hook and ladder cumpany 
were peculiar. It seemed to he tlie duty 



of the foreman to grant a department ccr- | 
tificate at once, in half an liour perhaps, i 
which may bo well nigh iiiipViHsible. The ; 
rules seemed to conflict. 

IMr. Pollard submitted that where by- 
laws conflicted the rules of the department 
should, govern and that no inon^bei\caii 
bo sticlx till ho signs the 'coiUtituffon of 
the department. Stewart wtis therefore 
not elected a member of the hook aiul 
ladder company. Ho was not elected ;it 
a regular or a special meeting, but at a 
drill. A diatinctidii is drawn hetufen 
regular tmd special meetings and drills. 
It was not contemplated to traii3n(;t bu.si- 
nesa at drills. 

The Chief Justice considered that il 
was impossible to carry <nit the rules nf 
the department. 

Mr. Pollard contended therefore that 
Certainly a mandamus could not lie. 

The Chief Justica llioiight Mr. I'oJ- 
lard might bo right and that there were 
no members of the dopartineiit and no 
fire department at all. The firodepiirtinout 
might L» non-e.'cisting. Mr. I'olhird had 
clearly pointed out that the uinon hook 
and ladderco. hadnoexistence. Itwasilie 
old (|UC3tion that had luivc/.led pliiloso- 
[ihera uf all ages as to wlietlier the lirst 
hen came from an egg or whether the 
first egg caino from a hen. 

Mr. Pollard argued that the lKi..k and 
ladder company was in existence hefore 
the fire departm»iit, but had falli'ii in 
with the department rules sub3ei|iu nlly. 

Mr. Drake gave his view of the mean 
ilia; of those coiillicting rules. 

iMr. Eborta tilso explained thorn from 
his standpoint. 

.Mr. Pollard .submitted that altliou-li a 
person might have been idectcd at one 
meeting yet lie could not become a mem- 
ber till he had signed tho constitution at 
a subsequent mooting. 

The Chief .fiLstice thought that a person 
could not become a duly c|ualitied moniber 
till he was elected and had signed thu con- 
stitution. 

Mr. Drake said that he would be able 
to make that clear because tho rules of 
the department must govern when thus 
conflicting with other rules, and that the 
rules of the department would have to 
Ljive way to tho act of parliamont. 

Mr. Pollard then stated the cifitiiii- 
staiici's connuctcd with tho election of the 
112 nioinbor.s, and considered that all the 
Court liad power to do was to obliiji' the 
deiwrtmeut to act. 

The Chief Justice said his [irosi^iit im- 
pression was that Stewart's certificate was 
not a projier one. Why not let the mat- 
ter rest till the day of election when a 
mandamus might be applied for to oblige 
names to be put on the voters' li.it and 
allow the.se certificates to bo is.sued and 
dated 12th April. 

Mr. Pollard thought the matter .should 
he settled at once. He then road the 
allidavit of L. (J. .Mct^uade, the secretary I 
of the board of delegates. Ho further 
submitted that the chief engiuoer and 
secretary could not have been made the 
parties to this suit, but the board of dele- 
liates. Further, that Stewart and others 
liad no :ilalits or mombershi|) in the de- 
partment. 

iMr. Drake replied that the granting nf 
a certificate condoned everything that had 
gone before. He referred to a clause in 
tlie rules of the department which gave 
i;very iiieniber of tho de[)artnie.it the pri- 
vilcLje uf witing f.ir chief engineer. .Nny- 
thing I'onlraty to this wouhl be contrary 
to the act. A member has a statutory 
right which a bylaw could not override. 

Tho C'hief Justice remarked that it ap- 
peared as though the materials were being 
gathered to erect a barricade on the day 
of election. 

jMr. Drake contended that the delegates 
hail no power to reject a memher. .\11 
they had to do was to grant a certilicate 
when ineinbeis were elected. He sub- 
mitted that every member had a statuto- 
ry right to vote which the delegates could 
not override. 

'file ( 'liief J usticc - That is a tpieatinn. 

Mr. Drake retiiarki^d that there was no- 
thing tinder the act to limit the right of 
Voting till six months or 50 days after be- 
coming a member. Uis conteiilioii w.as 
that the certilicate waa not a proper one. 
He then explained tho conllicl between 
the rules of U. H. A' L. Co. and tlir.se ..f 
till' tire department. 

The Chief .lustiee cciinnieiited on the 
rules of the V. It. A' L. d., which binds 
tlie foreman tolerant a certilicate tinuif- 
• iiiitfli/ after election and said that il 
would not do to introduce a word to make 
a Hat contradiction, as Mr. Pollard hail 
auggested. 

"Mr. I'ullard again coitended th;it per- 
sona could not become nieiiibets till they 
had aignod thu constitution after obtain- 
ing the department certificate. 

Tho Chief .Justice considered that the 
rules of the department were rather 
against i\Ir. IVillard. 

Mr. Drake reautiied his argiiiiieiit and 
contended that the election of a person by 
the tire cmnpany was all tiiat w;a3 iieces.sa- 
ly to constitute membership; that there 
w!i8 nothing whatever to prohibit; mem- 
bers from voting at the ensinng olfcolion. 
.\ date had been introduced into the cer- 
tilicate which the idaintitia would not con- 
sent to anil wliich was not necesaaiy . He 
siibniitted that nieinbors could be elected 
al any iiiertiiig that had been called by the 
foreniau of the company. All tho board 
of deleg;ites had to do was to order the 
secri tai y tu gi ant a certificate on member- 
ship bring re[inrtod. The department 
li:ul no right lo say who should vote mid 
w licj sliuuld iinf. ft was perfectly clear 
that the certilicate granted was an ini|iro- 
p<:r line ami that the date should not have 
been inserted. 

The Chief Justice coincided with this 
view of the question. 

iMr. Pollard wished to make a rein.irk 
or two on Mr. Dnike's tirgument. He 
submitted that the Court must either 
grant or refuse tho application for nituida- 
niiia. There could be no compromiac. 
Mr. Drake should have waited tiil Slow- 
art's vote had been refused mi elect loji 
day and then jiroceeded for nianilamus, 
lie contendod further that if the rule 
against one of the parties pruceoded 
against fails it fails aa to all, and ipioled 
from an American authority in support of 
this construction. 

The Chief .Justice said he would let it 
he known when he would be ready with 
Ills decision.
